Crickhowell  is  a large  district  in  South  Breconshire  mainly  mountainous 
in  character,  vath  an  acreage  of  46,l40  acres. 

The  district  is  divided  into  eight  Parishes;  CricMiov;ell , Cwradu,  Llanbedr 
Llanelly,  Llangattock,  Llangynidr,  Llangenny  and  Partrishow  v/hich  are  mainly 
agricultural  where  the  workers  are  employed  in  farm  work  and  forestry. 

The  district  also  supplies  labour  to  the  Elvicta  V/ood  ^gineering  Ltd’ s 
Factory  in  Crickliovell , British  Nylon  Spinners  Ltd.,  Pontypool,  British  Steel 
Corporation,  Ebbw  Vale,  the  Glascoed  Ordnance  Factory, Usk,  and  adjacent  tovjns. 

The  re-housing  of  families  from  unfit  dwellings  continues  together  with 
applicants  from  the  ordinary  lists  is  cases  of  hardshixi,  illness  and  overcrov;ding 

Tenants  are  selected  with  the  assistance  of  a Points  Scheme  adopted  by  tho 
Council  so  as  to  allocate  houses  to  families  in  the  greatest  need,  conditions  of 
existing  accommodation,  overcrowding  and  hea.lth  circumstances,  all  rating  for 
"points  aviards"o 


\Jhen  Council  Houses  are  allocated  to  applicants  their  old  houses  are 
inspected  with  a view  to  their  future  use  being  considered.  These  houses  if 

they  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  cannot  be  repaired  at  reasonable  expense 
are  then  covered  by  o.  Demolition  Order  or  Closing  Order, 


The  area  is  rapidly  developing  in  Gilwem,  Llangattock,  Crickuowell  and 
Llangj,'’nidr , with  some  private  dwellings  to  be  constructed.

Water  Supplies  in  the  Council’s  i^rea. 

The  Council’s  /irea  has  a piped  water  supply  to  all  centres  of  population 
served  mainly  from  local  Springs  harnessed  to  small  local  Reservoirs» 

The  supplies  to  Llengenny,  Glangrv^yney , Cri cklio well ( part ) , Gilwern(part ) , 
Blackrock,  Bwlch,  Tretower  and  Llangynidr  are  chlorinated.  The;  e are  now 

sampled  regularly  by  the  Water  Board,  but,  as  in  the  past,  bacteriological 
results  vary  considerably  due  to  the  catchment  areas  frequently  being  unfenced 
agricultural  ground.  However,  the  Water  Board  have  now  commenced  their 

comprehensive  scheme  to  harness  their  three  main  sources  to  a largo  fprid 
distribution  system  that  will  supply  adequate  and  pure  water  to  all  areas, 
and  to  dispense  with  the  present  local  springs  v/hich  can  be  doubtful  in  quality 
and  poor  in  yield,

The  report  of  Treatment  carried  out  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  19^9. 

In  spite  of  farm  surveys,  and  the  offer  of  treatment  under  Contract,  the 
response  has  been  poor  and  only  13  farms  were  continually  under  contract* 

Contracts  have  also  been  signed  for  Cwrt-y-Gollen  Military  Camp,  Tymav/r 
School,  Tymawr  Farm  and  Elvicta  V/ood  Engineering  Limited, 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SE’,ni]RAGS 


Practically  all  the  main  centres  of  population  are  now  provided  with  a 
sev/erage  system*  They  are  Crickliowell,  Llangattock,  Gilwern,  Clydach, 
Llanbedr,  Bwlch,  Llangynidr  and  Tretov/er* 

The  exceptions  are  Cwmdu,  Glangrwyney,  Llangenny,  Ffawyddog,  and 
Llanelly  Hill,  and  the  Consulting  Engineers  are  preparing  plans  and 
Specifications  for  submission  to  the  V/elsh  Of-f^ice* 

The  schemes  for  Glangrwyney  and  Llangenny,  which  vd.ll  be  pumped  by 
rising  main  to  the  Crickhov;ell  treatment  works  are  complicated  by  the  nev/ 
Aberbaiden  to  Glangrvyyney  link  road. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  are  also  studying  the  possibility  of  taking  in 
the  sewage  flow  of  Cv/rt-y-Gollen  Camp  and  so  dispose  vd.th  their  ovm  treatment 
v/orks, 

grickhowell  and  Llangattock  Sewage  Treatment  1 /or ks 

A £100,000  extension  is  nov/  in  progress  to  ensure  adequate  caxoacity  for 
future  development  in  the  immediate  area.  This  vd.ll  necessitate  the  renev/al 

of  the  rising  main  from  the  Garn  Pump  House  and  the  installation  of  larger 
pumps* 

Aberbaiden  Sev/age  Treatment  Works 

Aberbaiden  Sewage  Treatment  V/orks  are  to  be  supplied  vd.th  a recirculating 
process,  as  a temporary  measure,  to  ensure  capacity  for  a further  development 
until  a.  further  extension  to  the  Treatment  V/orks  can  be  carried  out. 

All  the  systems  have  operated  satisfactorily  v;ithout  any  major  mishaxos 
or  nuisance  arising,

These  works,  accepting  sewage  from  Gilv/ern,  Clydach  and  Govilon,  the 
latter  area  vd.thin  the  district  of  the  Abergavenny  Rural  District  Council, 

Sewage  Treatment  Plant  and  Pumios 

Regular  raaintenonce , and  sludge  removal  by  pumping  vdth  the  Wickliam 
tov/ed  Diesel  Pump,  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Treatment  Plant  situated  at 
the  follovd.ng  Estates  ; - 

Penallt , 

St.  Michaels  Close 

and  the  Village  of  Llanbedr, 

The  Treatment  Plants  at  Glangrv;yney , Llangenny  and  Penllwyn  Housing  Estate 
are  pumxoed  out  and  the  Sludge  talcen  av/ay  by  Contra.ctor ' s tankers  at  throe 
monthly  intervals.  This  was  arranged  to  xorevent  small  nuisance  to  occupiers 

of  houses  in  the  locality  v;hen  sludge  is  allovifed  to  stand  in  drying  beds 
adjoining  the  works. 

The  18  automatic  electrically  operated  sewage  jpumps  in  the  area  have  been 
given  regular  maintenance,  and  periodic  inspection  by  the  Insurance  Compainy 
gave  satisfactory  results.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  - REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  collection  from  the  kerbside  has  continued  throughout  the  entire 
area,  with  the  exception  of  the  extremely  isolated  premises  in  remote  areas. 

Apart  from  minor  exceptions  is  once  a week,  with  Food  shops  and  Hotels 
being  collected  tvri-ce  per  week,  wherever  this  can  be  conveniently  arranged. 

Two  20  cubic  yard  Shelvoke  and  Drev;ry  Refuse  vehicles  are  in  use  daily, 
together  with  a small  3 cubic  yard  vehicle,  and  an  old  20  cubic  yard  vehicle 
is  held  in  reserve  for  emergency  use. 

In  1972  the  Refuse  Vehicles  travelled  26,000  miles  and  transported  3j000 
tone  of  Refuse  (24,000  cubic  yards)  to  the  Refuse  Pulveriser  constructed  and 
operated  as  a joint  scheme  \d.th  the  Abergavenny  Borough  Council  and  the 
Abergavenny  Rural  District  Council, 

Regular  treatment  of  our  two  refuse  tips,  which  are  still  used  by  the 
Public,  are  continually  treated  with  Insectide  Powder,  and  gave  an  excellent 
result  in  the  reduction  of  any  fly  or  wasp  nuisance. 

Continuous  control  of  any  rat  infestation  is  also  carried  out  at  both 
tips. 

The  1972  anti-litter  campaign  was  Ci-gain  supported  by  the  Council  by  the 
display  and  issue  on  anti-litter  posters  to  shops,  hotels,  and  schools  and 
the  stationing  of  more  litter  baskets  ond  bins  in  the  Council's  area.
